The Finish of the Great Go-as-you-Please 
Walking Match in New York—Fitzgerald 
the Winner, Lowering the Six Hundred 
Mile Record Over Four Hours—Rowell a 
Clouse Second—An Exciting Contest— 
Honors for the Winner. 

New YorK, May 5. 
There was an immense crowd at the gar- 
den on Saturday morning, drawn thither 
by the closeness of the contest between 

Fitzgerald and‘Rowell. Fitzgerald looked 

thorougily tired. Rowell looked fresher,

Fitzgerald braced up in the early part 
of the alteruoon, and for a couple of 
hours maintained his lead. He fell off 
again, however, about 4 p. m., and acted 
very groggy. Alter this Fitzgerald and 
Rowe!l had frequent spurts, and often 
passed one another. The ex-Alderman 
had to take frequent rests during these 
spurts, and it looked as though he was 
rauning short. of breath. Rowell stuck 
to the track without intermission during 
the afternoon. Charley Mitchell, the 
pugilist, was in his hut and showed great 
interest in his countryman. He frequent- 
ly patted Rowell on the back and whis- 
pered words of encouragement. r 

At 4:35 the tired Elson stopped at the 
scorer’s staud fora couple of minutes, 
resting. Little Vint came along and en- 
couraged him to start again. Panchot 
and Herty frequently went off the track 


for rests. The latter held to the track 
notwithstanding he was suffering pains 


that would discourage any but an ex- 
tremely plucky man. Many thought he 
would withdraw after making 525 miles, 
but he was determined to stay until the 

Noremac went under his roof for a long 
stay in the afternoon. His right leg had 
not held out so well-as his friends had 
hoped. Little Vint walked laboriously 
around the track during the afternoon. 
His right leg also troubled him. 

At5 p. m. there were between 5,000 and 
6,000 people in the garden. Fitzgerald 
made his 600th mile at 5 h., 20 min. and 
10 sec., and it was greeted with the great- 
est enthusiasm. Cheer after cheer rent 
the air. Caps and hats were flung into 
the air and handkerchiefs were waved by 
many people. Fitzgerald was then four 
miles and three laps ahead of Rowell. He 
took the uproar very coolly. He finished 
his 60lst mile before retiring. He had 
only been out of sight six minutes when 


Rowell pushed out on the track. Fitz- 
gerald heard of this and immediately 
went after the Knglishman. This 


caused another outburst of cheers. 

When Hazael made his previous record 
of 600 miles in six days he completed his 
task about 9:30 o’clock in the evening. 
Fitzgerald beat the record for that dis- 
tance by over four hours. Noremac was 
adding miles to his score during the af- 
ternoon. It was said that during the 
arly hours of the morning Fitzgerald 
had accused his backer, Tom Davis, of 
poisoning him. Davis and Smith, the 
trainer, however, paid but little attention 
to this, knowing that it came from a pain- 
fully excited man, 

During the evening Fitzgerald was pre- 
sented with a silver goblet lined with 
gold. He carried this to Rowell but he 
paid little attention to the gift. Rowell 
completed his six hundredth mile at 6:53, 
beating Hazel’s record by two hours, 
eighteen minutes and thirty-five seconds. 

Peter Duryea, Rowell’s backer, gave up 
the contest at seven o’clock, He at- 
tributed Rowell’s defeat to a badly 
sprained left ankle, from which his man 
had been suffering two days, and wanted 
to make another match with Fitzgerald. 
He will let Fitzgerald name the time, 
the amount to be over $5,900 aside. Two 
large floral emblems were presetited 
Fitzgerald during the evening. They 
were borne in front of him 
around the track, Fitzgerald _ fols 
lowing and waving the flag of Erin, 

During the evening the garden was 
packed, as on Sunday night. Fitzgerald 
remained on the track and was cheered 
incessantly. Rowell ‘etired at 7:11, 
but afterwards came out and was loudly 
applauded. He then retired again and 
had his ankle bathed. It was swollen 
to nearly dotible its natural size and 
was black and blue. He appeared 
again on the track, but did not 
limp perceptibly. Noremac and Fitzgerald 
joined him and they tramped around the 
ellipse at a rapid pace, The house rose 
at them as they.were joined by Panchot. 
Fitzgerald handed Rowell his Irish flag, 
which the latter took courteously. Fitz- 
gerald caught up the American flag and 
another lap was made. The men then 
pulled up to the scorer’s stand and shook 
hands. Three cheers were given for 
Fitzgerald and three for Rowell. 
The pedestrians then went to 
their huts, and at 8:45 p. m. 
the six-day race of 1884 ended.

A Standing Passenger Traiu Run Into by a 
Locomotive and a General Smash-up

An almost impenetrable fog prevailed 
over the southern part of this city yester- 
day morning.

Direful Disaster. 


ONE HUNDRED AND THIRTY-FIVE 
LIVES LOST. 











The Steamship State of Florida. From 
New York for Glascow, Collides 
With a Bark, and Both Boats go te 
the Bottom, Entailing a Frightful 
Loss of L.fe. 

Father Point, Quebec, May 8.— 
The steamship Titania, from Glascow. 
passed inward at 5:45 o'clock this 
morning. She has on board twenty- 
four of the crew of the steamship 
State of Florida, that yessel having 
been sunk by a collision with a bark 
in mid ocean. Out of 167 persons on 
the State of Florida only 44 were 
saved, and of the bark’s crew only the 
Captain and two of the men were res- 
cued. One hundred and twenty- 
three souls went down with the 
steamer and 12 with the bark, mak- 
ing the total loss of life 135. 

A dispatch was received by Austin, 
Baldwin & Co., agents of the State 
Steamship Company at New York, 
which coincides with the above. 
These dispatches are not incon- 
sistent with the report made by the 
City of Rome that the ship which 
signaled ber in mid-ocean had on 
board a portion-of the crew of the 
State of Florida, but, on the other 
hand, they corroborate that story, 
and lead to the conclusion that the 
20 who were not. picked up by the 
Titania were rescued by another ves- 
sel. 

The agents cannot account for the 
colltsion, as the seamen on the State 
of Florida were well trained and the 
officers, from the captain down, were 
experienced and careful men. 

‘The Titania has gone on to Quebec, 
and, with no delay, will reach that 
city as early as 9 o’clock to-night, 
when the survivors will probably be 
seut ashore, if the conditions prove 
favorable. 

The distance from here to Quebec 
being nearly 300 miles makes it very 
doubtful whether the particuiars of 
the disacter can be learned until a 
late hour to-night.

In an address before a body 
of prominent Agriculturists Dr. 
Nichols some — time ago pre- 


sented some curious and interestins 
information, which can sear ely be put 
into a more readable form than that 
which follows. Dr, Nichols said: ‘Lhe 
stored sunshine in our barns in the form 
of grain and hay is, in its utilization, 
a tended by losses corresponding with 
those connected with change in other 
forms of organized material. In mod- 
ern barns properly — constructed 
we are astonished to find how 
comfortable the temperature is 
when we enter them on the cold) morn- 
ings of winter. It may be dilicult for 
many farmers to realize that this warmth 
all comes from the contents of their 
hay-mows and grain-bins —from actual 
burning or combustion of these nutrient 
materials. The long rows of cows and 
oxen in the stalls may be properly 
likened to an arrangement of little 
stoves, in which the products of the 
summer fields are burned; each animal 
representing a stove of greater or less 
capacity, according to the siz® This 
burning is not spoken of in an ideal or 
poetical sense; it is actual, positive. 
Every load of hay which the husband- 
man takes to his barn from his fields in 
July or August is to be burned up in 
winter; and thee act amount of heat 
which would be afforded by its a tive 
combustion in the field is to be gradual- 
ly clim’nated from his animals in cold 
wenxther. And further: the amount of 
heat liberated must represent in its 
euergiz ng capabilities the solar ener- 
gies consumed in the growth of the 
grass or grain. In other words, the 
number of increments of heat made sen- 
sic le in the organization of a cow by the 
covsumption of 100 pounds of hay ex- 
act'y represents the number of incre- 
ments of heat in the sunshine which 
produced that amount of forage. The 
food energies of a cow are not all ex- 
pended in producing animal warmth. 
A considerable portion goes toward the 
milk-pail; and all the sunshine of our 
fields that we can utilize in the cow is 
the milk product and the adipose tissue 
resulting from the fattening process. 
The warmth which we experience in 
our barns in winter is to a considerable 
extent wasted heat energy; it is the sur- 
plus heat generated by the animals, and 
which is radiatel into space through 
the respiratory and excretory organs. 
We diminish this radiation of heat when 
we give a bucket of water to each ani- 
mal, as is often done in the morning, 
and the diminution of warmth in a barn 
where there is a large number of ani- 
mals is so great that the thermometer 
is sensibly affected. The same results 
are reached when water is thrown upon 
a hot bed of coals. It requires the 
same expenditure of heat to ra‘se 100 
gallons of ice-cold water to the temper- 
ature of ninety degrees F. in the organ- 
ism of a herd of cows thatis required to 
raise the same-to like tempera ure by 
the fires in a farmer’s kitchen. As 
wood and eval are cheaper products 
than hay or grain, it follows that it is a 
matter of economy to warm the water 
supplied to milch cows in the winter 
season. I but give voice to the experi- 
ence of observing farmers when I assert 
that three gallons of water at the freez- 
ing temperature given twice a day in 
winter to a cow will cut short the milk 
‘product more than six per cent. iu_ the 
twenty-four hours. ‘Ihe chemical en- 


ergy requisite to produce milk can not 
ba diverted to heating water jn the sys: 
h1em of the cow without serious los, »
